Edward M. Kennedy, defeated 
In a Senate skirmish over fire- 
arms legislation, said today the 
set back does not indicate that 
President Johnson's gun control 
proposal is doomed. 


But a Republican foe of the 


administration measure said the 
Senate decision to continue the 
Pentagon's civilian markman- 
ship program pointed in that di- 
rection. 


"I think it is an indication of 


the attitude of the Senate on 
matters of this kind," Sen. Ro- 
man L. Hruska, R-Neb., said in 
an interview. 


Kennedy tried Tuesday to 


eliminate from the defense ap- 
propriations bill funds for oper- 
ation of the 65-year-old civilian 
markmanship program, admin- 
istered by the National Rifle As- 
sociation. 


The Senate voted 67 to 23 


against his amendment, which 
also would have halted free dis- 
tribution of ammunition to NRA 
marksmen's clubs and their 
nearly 385,000 members. 


Kennedy, 
a 
Massachusetts 


Democrat, said the program is 
costing the government $5 to $10 
million a year, and based his ar- 
gument on economy. 


The Pentagon has estimated 


its cost at about $4 million, and 
has said the Johnson gun con- 
trol measure would not interfere 
with operation of the program. 


Kennedy issued a statement 


contending the governmnt is a 
primary booster, subsidizer and 
promoter of the National Rifle 
Association, a leading force op- 
posing the administration's gun 
controll bill still pending in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee.

Arabia Says 
LBJ Has Made 
Assurances

President Johnson has written 


to King Faisal of Saudi Arabia 
to assure him Israeli troops will 
be withdrawn from areas they 
seized In the June war if the Ar- 
abs make "certain arrange- 
ments," the Beirut newspaper 
Al Hayat reported today. 


In a dispatch from Washing- 


ton, Al Hayat said "arrange- 
ments mentioned by Johnson" 
were left vague but the Presi- 
dent hinted in the letter he 
meant his five-point program 
announced June 19. 


Johnson called then for Arab 


recognition of Israel's state- 
hood, justice for Arab refugees, 
the right of all shipping to use 
international waterways, limits 
on the wasteful and destructive 
arms race, and political inde- 
pendence and integrity for all. 


Other press reports in Beirut 


said a trio of Arab leader sis ex- 
pected to confer this weekend in 
the Lebanese capital. The re- 
ports said King Hussein of Jor- 
dan, due in Beirut tonight for a 
two-day state visit, would be 
joined Friday by President Ab- 
del Rahman Aref of Iraq and 
both would confer with Leba- 
nese President Charles Helou.

Johnson leveled the charges 


while being questioned about his 
political future. He said he had 
given little thought to whether 
he would seek any office next 
year and said he was more con- 
cerned with the future of the 
United States, 


It has been 
reported that 


Johnson may seek either a chief 
justice's seat on the state Su- 
preme Court, the governorship 
or a U.S. Senate seat. He is a 
former state Supreme Court 
justice, 


Johnson said Fulbright was 


advocating surrender In Viet- 
nam and that he did not agree 
with the senator. 


"Every coward knows that 


any 
fight 
can be 
terminated 


simply by surrendering," John» 
son said. "But this is not in the 
American tradition. We fight to 
win. This is the only way we 


can keep faith with the men 
who have given their lives for a 
cause." 


He said the question in Viet- 


nam, as far as he is concerned, 
is "do we intend to win." 


Johnson said the 
President 


has laid down certain restric- 
tions that make It "virtually im- 
possible to win a decisive vic- 
tory, 


"There are few school boys 


in America who don't believe 
that we could win this war in a 
very short time if only a part 
of our 
military power were 


brought to bear on the enemy," 
Johnson said, 


Johnson said he Is convinced 


that a large part of the Presi- 
dent's "military ineptness has 
been brought about by a calcu- 
lated intent on the part of the 
commander in chief," 


"The perpetuation of unde- 


clared wars to create emergen- 
cies designed to further the po-

During 
pregnancy the taking of drugs 
of all kinds should be kept to 
a minimum.

penicillin during pregnancy? 
What effect will drinking al- 
cohol have on the fetus? 


A—Although some antibac- 


terial agents 
(sulfa 
drugs 


and the tetracyclines) should 
be avoided during pregnancy, 
penicillin is considered safe. 
Alcohol in moderation has 
not been shown to have any

Each wheel is powered 
individually by electric motors in the hubs. Top speed for both vehicles will be about 
10 m.p.h.

Brown Free, 
Louisiana 
Wants Him 


NEW YORK (AP) - H. Rap 


Brown was free today after hav- 
ing his bail on a federal gun 
charge reduced from $25,000 to 
$15,000 in a noisy hearing before 
U.S. District Judge Thomas F, 
Murphy. 


The 23-yaar-old chairman of 


the Student Nonviolent Coordi- 
nating Committee walked out of 
the federal House of Detention 
at 5:20 p.m. Tuesday. 


He immediately returned to 


the Foley Square Courthouse 
where the hearings had taken 
place and told a crowd of some 
150 of his supporters: "Justice 
is a joke in America." 


Brown, arrested on a federal 


charge of carrying a gun across 
state lines while under indict- 
ment, said: "If Lyndon Johnson 
think I'm going to pay $25,000 to 
get out of jail, he's crazy. He 
wouldn't pay that much for 
Lady Bird." 


He added, "If he (Johnson) is 


worried about my rifle wait un- 
til I get my atom bomb." 


Twice during the afternoon 


hearing Judge Murphy left the 
bench until the noisy courtroom

Air Strikes Hurting 
Enemy, Officers Say 
in Urging a Step Up

WASHINGTON (AP) - Inten- 


sification of U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnam is accompanied 
by escalating military praise 
about how much the strikes are 
hurting the enemy. 


The generals and admirals 


are sounding a recurring theme 
in 
recent statements before 


Congress 
and 
to newsmen: 


Bomb more while North Viet- 
nam suffers. 


Their comments, coming as 


American planes knife more 
often near Hanoi and along the 
Red Chinese border, indicate 
the brunt of the air campaign 
may be shifting from southern 
areas of North Vietnam to the 
heavily 
defended, 
politically 


sensitive northeast quadrant. 


The northeast area, which 


includes the vital railroad link 
with Communist China's weap- 
ons and munitions factories, is 
regarded as Hanoi's main base 
area for the war in South Viet- 
nam. 


In Saigon Tuesday Air Force 


spokesmen said the stepped-up 
attacks 
In the northeast are 


severely hurting North Viet- 
nam's capacity for war, and a 
high-ranking officer declared: 


"Hammer, hammer, hammer 


with everything you can be- 
cause you know it hurts them. I 
know they're beaten. The ques- 
tion is: When are they going to 
quit?" 


Meanwhile Gen. John P. Mc- 


Connell, Air Force chief of staff, 
told the Senate Preparedness 
subcommittee 
examining the 


bombing campaign: "The cu- 
mulative effect of this increas- 
ing pressure by air has brought 
us to the point where we have 
begun to hurt the enemy in his 
home territory." 


One week ago, Army Gen. 


Earle G. Wheeler, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, was 
telling the same group the raids 
have resulted in "steady de- 
struction of the country's physi- 
cal infrastructure and deterio- 
ration of the national economy." 


And on Aug. 9, Adm. Ulysses 


S. G. Sharp, Pacific commander 
in chief, testified before the sub- 
committee: "During the last 
three months, vrith an expanded 
target list but no significant de- 
parture 
from 
the bread 
re- 


straints under which we have 
long operated, we have begun to 
hurt the enemy in his home ter- 
ritory."

Planes Keep 
Up Pressure 
on Hanoi

SAIGON (AP) - 
American 


warplanes kept up Intensified 
pressure on North Vietnam's 
battered supply lines Tuesday 
with raids from the suburbs of 
Hanoi to within 30 miles of the 
Red Chinese frontier. 


The U.S. Command said the 


principal targets were rail and 
road bridges around the North 
Vietnamese capital, 
including 


the big span across the Canal 
des Rapldes only five miles 
from the city's center. It was 
the fourth attack on the bridge, 
one of Hanoi's two chief rail 
routes to China, 


Returning pilots reported blis- 


tering antiaircraft fire and bar- 
rages of surface-to-air missiles 
within 
the 
heavily 
defended 


North 
Vietnamese heartland, 


but there was no report of any 
losses. The previous day's raids 
cost six American planes. 


It was the third day of heavy 


raids deep into North Vietnam 
and around the Hanoi-Haiphong 
road, rail and Industrial com- 
plex. U.S. headquarters report- 
ed planes from Thailand, South 
Vietnam and three carriers in 
the Tonkin Gulf flew 162 mis- 
sions during the day. continuing 
an above average rate that has 
been maintained recently dur- 
ing good weather. 


The U.S. Command's combat 


maps showed no raids on Hanoi 
itself, although Soviet corre- 
spondents 
in Hanoi claimed 


American planes obliterated a 
densely populated block within 
the capital. 


A Pravda correspondent said 


dozens of civilians were killed 
or wounded in rocket attacks 
that were "possibly the most 
Violent bombings of the entire 
war."

Service Centers. 


Alex H. Washburn, editor of 


the Hope Star, objected to the 
proposal, calling it a "prime 
example of how federal taxes 
are spent for stranee purposes 
without your (taxpayer's) know- 
ledge or consent." 


Washburn said he telephoned 


other newspapers in Southwest 
Arkansas to alert them, 


"The Star doesn't do com- 


mercial printing but the papers 
in neighboring counties do," 
Washburn wrote in his daily 
column Monday, "They h a v e 
facilities to print any brochures 
that the government may re- 
quire — and they should be 
given the business rather than 
face this threatened invasion by 
a tax-fianced government print- 
ing plant," 


Carroza said W, B. Coley, 


editor of the Little River News
